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NATIONAL coach 
Frank Arok has re- 
ceived a vote of 
confidence from 
the ASF commis- 
sioners. 

Not that it was ever 


jgoing to happen any 


other way, as Arok has 
his contract firm to 
July 31, 1990. 

But when the new 
era comes in, Arok 
would have to leave his 
beloved St George and 
go fulltime to con- 
tinue. 

The ASF wants two 
fulltime coaches to 
cover the four national 
teams — senior, under 
23 (Olympic), under 20 
and under 17. 

When the present or 
a new national coach is 
selected next May, he 
will become part of the 
process to chose his 
assistant. 

After this happens 
other coaches will be 
brought into play to 
assist- with skills, 
goalkeeping and so on. 

This situation prob- 
ably signals the end for 
highly regarded Les 
Scheinflug, who has 
been part of the natio- 
nal scene since he play- 
ed in Australia’s first 
ever World Cup cam- 
paign 24 years ago, 
and junior coach Vic 
Dalgleish as well. 

Arok now has to re- 
commend his assistant, 
and Gary Cole is a 
possibility. 

A former school- 
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teacher, Socceroo and 
currently AIS assistant 
coach, he could be the 
‘hands-on’ member of 
the partnership. 

Bright as he is and 
up to date on coaching 
methods, Cole most 
emphatically needs 


coaching experience at 
NSL level to round off 
his abilities. 

For Eddie Thomson 


the future lies firstly in 
club coaching and then 
most likely as national 
supremo. 

The commissioners’ 
scheme could provide 
a better input of stan- 
dard methods through- 
out the grades. 

Whilst ASF cha 


man Ian Brusasco§ 


points out that Austra 
lia has few immediate 
national commitments, 
some way must be 
found to get all four 
teams moving. 

For example the 
under 17 and 20 grades

FIFA decision 
imminent

WHETHER Austra- 
lia hosts the 1991 
World Youth Cup 
w become 
known early next 
week. 

The matter comes 
before the FIFA 
executive in Zurich at 
its meeting of 25/26 
July. 

ASF general secret- 
ary Alan Vessey be- 
lieves Australia has up 
to a 50/50 chance of 
staging the prestige 
event. 

“FIFA secretary 
Joseph Blatter was 
naturally non commit- 
tal when I spoke to 
him in Bangkok, but I 
have the feeling that it 
remains between Aus- 
tralia, Nigeria and 
Portugal. 

“There is a belief 
that difficulties exist 
with Nigeria and that a 
European country is 
unlikely to be 
selected,” he said. 

The series would be 
amongst other things 
an ideal way to helping 
to fill the winter gap 
caused by the advent 
of summer NSL 
soccer. 

Sir Arthur George 
will attend the FIFA 
meeting, and has been 
given a brief to pro- 
mote Australia’s case. 

But Australia must 
face the fact that 
Portugal as holders, 
placed right in Europe 
and with a great foot- 
ball history, have a 
very bright chance of 
success. 

ASF chairman lan 
Brusasco said: *‘We 
are very confident. In 
fact, I am as bold as to 
say that we are an even 
money bet. 

“Australia needs 
this series, and we will 
continue to press very 
hard to get it.” 


An announcement 
will be made on July 31 
of two teams to play a 
series of matches in 
Australia. 

Speculation is rife 
over the names of the 
teams, but the Soviets 
are a distinct possibil- 
ity for the first slot in 
November, as well as 
Denmark or Sweden. 

The second tour is 
also to be threaded in 
for January to avoid a 
clash with NSL fix- 
tures. 

It seems from Mr 
Brusasco’s statements 
following last week's 
inaugural meeting of 
the new ASF commis- 
sioners that a genuine 
attempt has been made 


to start putting Austra- 
lian soccer on a sound 
footing. 

But it was a case of 
“hands off the NSL” 
until the commission- 
ers have the chance to 
examine its future 
structure. 

“We don’t want to 
disrupt the NSL in any 
way ... the present 
promotion and relega- 
tion applies,” said 
Brusasco, 

Following on, he 
made it clear that the 
future of cities such as 
Brisbane Newcastle, 
Canberra Hobart and 
Perth will be gradually 
brought into play at 
last. 

Western Australia 
and Queensland have 
both already 
documented cases, and 
Northern NSW has 
sought NSW support 
for a Newcastle move. 

Mr Brusasco be- 
lieves that State of Ori- 
gin football has a big 
future, especially when 
“there is a proper 
NSL,” 

The poorly sup- 
ported and financially 
negative PAOK of 
Greece tour should not 
be repeated. 

“We must plan a 
long way ahead to help 
the national team in 
future, but must re- 
main flexible if say 
Liverpool became 
available. 

“We will work in 
with the NSL but it 
was not appropriate to 
stop the PAOK tour 
even though they 
themselves were com- 
plaining about the 
backlog of games,” 
Brusasco said. 

The “join Asia” 
push is likely to come 
from the direction of 
FIFA. The ASF sees 
some advantages 
stemming from 
Oceania’s existence in 
World Cup matters. 

But at the end of the 
day Australia may well 
have no option but to 
hop into the stronger 
Asian camp. It will 
have pluses as well as 
any minuses. 

The new commis- 
sioners — Brusasco, 
John Constantine, 
Ron Archer, Vito 
Citauro and Sam Papa- 
savas — addressed

DAVE BARRETT,

Although only 20 
years old, Barrett has 
developed rapidly. 

As well as being a 
first class defender, he 
has also become a 
powerful attacker, 
raiding up the touch- 
line and slinging in 
perfect crosses for his 
Strikers, 

Australia’s World 
Cup coach, Frank 
Arok, said last night: 
“Barrett can no longer 
be ignored. He must 
be treated seriously 
sooner or later to come 
into the Australian 
squad, He is strong, a 
thinker and fast.” 

When I spoke to 
Dave at training dur- 
ing the week he told 
me: “I think my game 
has improved since 
coming to Sydney 
Olympic. 

“The atmosphere at 
club matches is terrific. 


“I have been to 
watch rugby league 
games with some of my 
friends where the 
crowds have been up 
to 15,000. 

“But the atmos- 
phere is far more excit- 
ing at Sydney Olympic 
matches, where the 
crowds are about one 
third of that.”

Stone and Joe Senkalski came through the Adam- 
stown ranks, 

In an earlier era Billy Coolahan, Billy Morgan, 
Alf “Ducky” Henwood, Gordon “Sticky” 
Muncaster, Dave Coote, Bill Mahoney and Cyril 
Nicholls were amongst the many stars who 
appeared in the distinctive Adamstown colours. 

There will be many more highly accomplished 
players to come through the same ranks.

Failure dogs formerly triumphant Brian Garvey 


MELBOURNE EDITOR GREG BLAKE HITS 
GARVEY WITH THE HARD QUESTIONS 


A unanimous 36 out of 36 soccer scribes 
Australia-wide predicted 1988 boom team 


South Melbourne Hellas would play off a 


in this year’s finals series. 


The young glamour 
team of 1988 had, after 
all, trounced all comers 
in Victoria in the pre- 
season Buffalo Gold 
Cup and, despite two 
successive finals defeats 
last year, the experts 
were certain the experi- 
ence would ready South 
Melbourne for another 
solid campaign 

With all the hype and 
hysteria surrounding 
arguably this country’s 
most distinguished club, 
there were few 
who doubted Hellas 
wouldn't be a walk up 
start for the finals. 


The expected im- 
provement didn't come 
— Hellas failed and now 
Brian Garvey and his 
players will be looking 
‘on as the big-guns fight 
it out for the title. 


Already the post- 
mortems have begun 
and, not surprisingly, 
there is speculation 
about coach Garvey’s 
future at Middle Park. 
Who is to blame for 
South Melbourne's fai- 
lure and is Garvey’s job 
on the line? 


I put these and other 
questions that need to 
be answered to Garvey 
in the first of an occasio- 
nal series of features 
that will appear over 
coming months. 


Q: Brian, South Mel- 
bourne has missed the 


f finals when it probably 
shouldn't have, Have 
you failed? 


A: It does look that 
way and it has been a 
great disappointment. 
But when you say a fai- 
lure you have got to 
look at the circumst- 
ances that made it 
happen. 


Q: I know injuries to 
key players have played 
a part and that you 
weren't able to buy the 
players you wanted at 
the start of the season. 
But couldn't I put it to 
you that they are just 
excuses and that every 
team has these sort of 
problems? 


A: When I've asked 
the players certain 
things they come up 
with reasons and some- 
times I believe there is a 
difference between 
reasons and excuses. I 
try to weigh things up 
and think that if it’s an 
excuse I don't use it. 
Sometimes there are 
genuine reasons. 


Q: Now that Hellas 
has missed the finals will 
Brian Garvey go home 
and look in the mirror 
and ask himself what he 
has done wrong? 

A: Yes, that’s right. 
You've got to look at 
yourself first and see 
why you haven't been as 
successful as you'd have 
hoped to be. I look at 
myself first, then at the 
players and see what we 
could have done so the 


same mistakes won't 
happen next time. 

Q: Are you disap- 
pointed with some of 
your players perform- 
ances this year? 

‘A: Yes I am disap- 
pointed. The thing is 
that we've scored a lot 
of goals this year and 
we've finished about 
third highest scoring 
team in the league and 
yet our defence is about 
third worst. To me 
we've got a good de- 
fence, as good as Mar- 
coni’s, and yet we just 
haven't performed as 
well as we could have 
done. 


Q: But how tan you 
say you believe you've 
got a good defence and 
then say your defenders 
have been the players 
who let you down? 

A: Look, Bruce Mac- 
Laren must be one of 
the best in Australia, 
Dave (Healy) and Angie 
(Postecoglou) are two 
good full-backs, Steve 
Blair must be the best 
centre-back in the coun- 
try and Paul Fernandes 
is a good covering play- 
er. That is a good de- 
fence. But when we 
have tended to struggle 
it’s been because of in- 
decision at the back, 
and we've also tended 
to struggle when we've 
had a bit of pace against 
us. 


Q: Losing isn’t very 
popular at South Mel- 
bourne. Do you care if 
you're not too popular 
at this time? 


A: Yes, I do, of 
course. It certainly 
helps when you're 
popular. This is a prob- 
Jem in that last year we 
had such a good season 
for the club, myself and 
individual players that 
missing the finals this 
year has been much 
more disappointing that 
it would do normally. 

Q: Does missing the 
finals hurt -yow per- 
sonally? 

A: It does. Only a few 
weeks ago I told the 
players that we must 
make the finals because 
I hate not being in- 
volved. I hate seeing the 
other teams involved 


Q: Brian Garvey was 
flavour of the month 
with the press last year 
and at various times this 
year when the team was 
winning. I get the im- 
pression you have a 
healthy disregard of the 
press. 


‘A: They've got a job 
to do. Sometimes I 
think they're a little bit 
too busy chasing head- 
lines and often I think 
the way the press puts 
things over is not the 
way you'd like them to 
be put over. But I guess 
that’s the way certain 
members of the press in- 
terprete things. 

Q: Is the press irres-

ponsible? 

A: I think now and 
again yes. To get a 
headline they often 
make things difficult for 
avclub or a player. 

Q: Do you read your 
‘own press and do you 
take any of it to heart? 

A: No, although 
naturally I read all I can 
about soccer and about 
the club or myself. I've 
learned through 20 or 30 
years in soccer that you 
can’t take the glory too 
high or the disappoint- 
ments too low. 

Q: The press sug- 
gested that there was 
trouble within the ranks 
at Hellas this year. Has 
there been unrest 
amongst the players? 


‘A: No, that has been 
one of the good things 
this year. The players 
have all tended to get on 
well together and 
they've generally been 
in good spirit. The big- 
gest problem has been a 
lack of confidence. Half 
the team are confident 
players and when things 
are going well they are 
really bubbling. When 
things are struggling it's 
difficult for them. 

Q: How's Brian Gar- 
vey’s confidence — do 
you still believe in your- 
self?

A: It's difficult, all 
you can do is keep talk- 
ing to them ad putting 
across to them what you 
think are the right 
things over a period of 
time. We have got a lot 
of young players in the 
team and it will take 
them two or three years 
to get the necessary ex- 
perience. 

Q: You've got a pret- 
ty good record with in- 
troducing young players 
to the league. Are you 
satisfied with that aspect 
‘of your performance? 

A: Yes, that is pleas- 
ing. I get the impression 
that it didn’t happen 
very much years ago, 
but now the introduc- 
tion of young players is 
becoming far more com- 
mon and local players 
are getting a chance. 

Q: If you are good 
with young players 
there has also been the 
suggestion that you find 
it difficult to deal with 
the egos of older, more 
established players. 
Would that be correct? 

A: I must admit I'm 
not one for what I call 
the star player —Ahe 
one who thinks he's the 
bee's knees, one who 
won't put in most 
weeks. I don’t tolerate 
them. 

Q: You'd rather not 
have a big-headed play- 
er then? 

A: Yes. Often you get 
a player who thinks he's 
bigger than the team 
and that’s the type of 
player I don't like. 

Q: There was a situa- 
tion recently with the 
player from Scotland, 
Gordon Dalziel. What 
is the story behind his 
leaving after just two 


games as a substitute, 

A: I thought I was 
doing the right thing by 
letting him settle in and 
putting him on as a sub 
for a couple of games. It 
was different expecta- 
tions I think. He came 
over believing he would 
go straight into the team 
and I didn't see it that 
way. We'd had some 
good results and the 
players had done well. 
He looked good enough 
but I think he just de- 
cided that he'd be better 
off back in Scotland. 
The player himself 
didn’t mention anything 
to me. 

Q: Was he a big-head 
for wanting to go 
straight into the team? 

‘A: No, the way I saw 
him was that he had a 
good character and 
good personality and a 
fair bit of ability. 
Basically, it was the club 
or the committee who 
did most of the talking. 
It happened very quick- 
ly. I had him sub in one 
game and after that he 
never came training. A 
week after that he was 
on his way back to Scot- 
land. 

Q: How would you 
describe yourself as a 
coach? 

‘A: Hardworking. I try 
and work with the com- 
mittee and players and 
try and understand the 
problems they have got. 

Q: Are you an aloof 
man? 

‘A: Yes. Iam general- 
ly like that in my normal 
life as well. I'm not one 
to praise too much or to 
criticise too much — I 
try to be level-headed.

THE English FA 
Cup, soccer’s old- 
est club tourna- 
ment, has been 
put up for sale at a 
staggering $35 
million. 

The Football 
Association wants a 
suitable company to 
put up the record sum 
to help League clubs 
meet massive financial 
commitments in the 
wake of the Hills- 
borough tragedy. 

Millions will have to 
be spent on ground im- 
provements after the 
death of 95 Liverpool 
fans at last season's FA 
Cup semi-final, with a 
significant trend to- 
wards more seating. 

The FA will be 
asking for $4.5 million 
a year straight 
sponsorship for five 
years on top of a loan 
of $31 million that 
would be repaid at the 
end of that period. 

FA chief executive 
Graham Kelly ex- 
plained ‘that it would 
help ease the strain on 
clubs’ coffers and open 
the way for England to 
once again stage major 
events like the World 
Cup. 

“We should look for 
an extraordinarily 


good offer, something 
that would attract the 
attention of everybody 
and win the support of 
the FA Council,” he 
added. 

“That would result 
in improvements being 
made to grounds, pro- 
viding the nucleus of 
all-seater stadia to en- 
able us to stage major 
international events 
like the European 
Championship and 
World Cup.”

RUNAWAY banker George Koskotas, 
former president of Olympiakos, has 
claimed from jail in the United States 
that he escaped from Greece last 
November with the help of Argyris 
Saliarelis, the current president of the 
Piraeus giants. 

He said Saliarelis threatened to throw him 
overboard his private yacht unless he signed over 
control of Olympiakos and the Athens daily 
newspaper, VRADYNI. 

Koskotas said Saliarelis got what he wanted 
and then lent him his private jet to fly from 
Greece with the fraud squad in hot pursuit. 

Koskotas, controversial banker-publisher, is 
awaiting extradition proceedings in the US. 

He has been charged with embezzling $270 
million from the privately-owned Bank of Crete 
in what has been described as the biggest finan- 
cial scandal ever to upset Greek business and 
Political life. 

Saliarelis, who was held in jail in November on 
charges of having helped Koskotas escape and 
who was allowed out on bail three months ago, 
has denied any dealings with Koskotas,
